Like many of his Soviet contemporaries in literature and the arts, filmmaker Andrei Tarkovsky 
enjoyed great popular and critical acclaim in international circles, while remaining relatively obscure 
in his own country, where the authorities deemed his work too whimsical and arcane, and insuffi- 
ciently reflective of the official cultural line. Over the course of a 25-year career cut short by lung 
cancer in 1986, he earned the Golden Lion at the Venice Film Festival and numerous prizes at the 
Cannes Film Festival. His feature movies were often long and thematically ambitious, and always 
inventively structured and visually arresting. The four films brought together for this series are 
quintessential Tarkovsky — slow-moving, finely-textured explorations of the human place in the 
universe. With their often otherworldy settings and mystical story lines, these films address what 
Tarkovsky saw as the major problem with modem life: “the absence of room for spiritual existence.” 
All the films were made in color m the USSR, except for Nostalghia, which was made in Italy; all 
four are presented with English subtitles.

Kaleidoscopic collection of dream sequences and childhood 
memories regarded as a key to Tarkovsky’s films. 35mm print. 

Wed/16 Stalker, 1979, 161 min. Ambitious, mystical sci-fi tale about a forbidden “Zone” and a 
guide able to penetrate its mind-bending mysteries. 35mm print. 

Sun/27 Nostalghia, Italy, 1983, 120 min. With Erland Josephson. A Soviet poet in Italy grapples 
with homesickness and melancholia. 35mm print.
